NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 18th October 1954 

S.R.O. 3241.—Whereas by resolution No. LR.100(56)/54, dated the 17th Septem¬ 
ber 1964 of the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour, Shri Justice 
G. S. Rajadhyaksha has been appointed by that Government to inquire into a 
definite matter of public importance, namely, certain issues as set out in the 
resolution aforesaid and arising out of the modifications made by the Central 
Government in the decision of the Appellate Tribunal on the appeals against 
the award of the All India Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes) Bombay; 

And whereas the Central Government is of opinion that, having regard 
to the nature of the inquiry to be made and other circumstances of the case, all 
the provisions of the Commissions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (LX of 1952), including 
those contained in sub-scctions (2), (3), (4) and (6) of section 5, should be made 
applicable to the authority conducting the inquiry; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 11 and 
sub-section (1) of section S of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
directs that ail the provisions of the said Act, including those contained in sub¬ 
sections (2), (3), (4) and (5) of section 5, shall apply to the authority aforesaid.
